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The Birth of Our Lady of Mt. Carmel Church 


he first Catholic services in Wickliffe were held in the store owned by 

John and Lina Minadeo. Beginning in 1918, worshippers would gather 

weekly in the storefront for Mass celebrated by mission priests. In win- 
ter, all they had to warm them was a small pot belly stove. 


Sunday Mass in the Minadeo’s 
storefront at 29526 Euclid Avenue 
was celebrated by Fr. William Nash, 
a mission priest from Immaculate 
Conception Church in Willoughby. 
He was appointed to these pastoral 
duties by Bishop John P. Farrelly. 
Fr. Nash traveled by streetcar 


from Willoughby. 
In 1920, John Marsh, Pat Matteo, 


John Minadeo, Carmen Vitantonio 
and Luca Vitantonio purchased a 
plot of land that they envisioned 
as a new parish for the area. They 
requested episcopal approval 
from Bishop Farrelly to build a 
church to accommodate the 35 
Catholic families living in 
Wickliffe. At the time, besides the

The building, a 300-seat church 
with a red-brick facade and a single 
bell tower, went up quickly thanks 
to the hard work of many volun- 
teer laborers, and the first Mass was 
celebrated in the new church on 
Christmas Day in 1923. 

Founding parishioner Carmen | John Marsh Pasquale (Pat) Matteo Luca Vitantonio 


Vitantonio passed away during the 
building of the new church and 
never saw his dream come to 
fruition. In his honor, parishioners 
asked the Bishop to dedicate the 
church as Our Lady of Mt. Carmel.

in 1925.With no pastor or parish school, the children 
were taught the catechism by volunteers such as 
Carrie Vitantonio, Theresa Piano, Jenny (Minadeo) D’Amico 
and George Marsh. During his visits, Fr. Nash would quiz the 
schoolchildren to make sure they had learned what they 
needed to know before receiving the sacrament. 


Fr. Ralph J. McMonagle 
joined the parish as its first 
pastor on August 22, 1934. 
While he was the parish's 
first “resident pastor, he lived 
at Immaculate Conception 
Parish, in various apartments, 
and in a small home on 
Robindale Road until a recto- 
ry was built in 1937. 

Fr. McMonagle was named 
director of the department 
of press relations for the 
Diocese of Cleveland in 
1938. He remained at Our 
Lady of Mt. Carmel until 
1948, when he was appoint- 
ed to Holy Cross Parish.

The new church seated 750 and 
adjoined the school. It was situated 
on a nine-acre tract with a 400-foot 
frontage on Euclid Avenue.The exte- 
rior was built of brick and steel 
with an Indiana limestone finish. 

Inside, a life-sized wooden cruci- 
fix, carved in Germany, appears 
behind the altar. 

The two figurines of Mary and 
Joseph are represented on the wall 
paper, on each side of the altar. 

The altar and communion rails 
were made of marble with cush- 
ioned kneelers for comfort for 
those receiving Holy Communion. 

Statues in side shrines are St. 
Theresa, Our Lady of Mt. Carmel, 
and St. Anthony. These statues are 
wood carvings from Italy. 

The structure was designed by 
Stickle and Associates. Roediger 
Construction was the contractor 
for the $415,000 project. 


The School Opens 


The new school was opened 
in 1955. Only the first floor 
was functional with nine class- 
rooms. The second floor was 
planned for future usage by Father 
Andrew A. Andrey. 

With enrollment rapidly increas- 
ing from 460 to 750 students, the

While 
standing with Father Nicholas Taylor 
and Anthony Donsante, owner of 
Orlando-Donsante Funeral Home, 
which faced the church, I felt a lot 
of sadness that this landmark was 
being torn down. Many memories 
came to mind, creating a dramatic 
feeling of sorrow. It was as though 
someone was dying. I remarked to 
Anthony, “I sure wish that that cross

could be saved. I would love to have 
it.” At that exact moment, every- 
thing came down. I picked up a 
brick from the rubble and I left. At 
home, with tears in my eyes, I sat 
down and wrote memories that I 
felt in my heart. 

A few days later, I got a call from 
Anthony saying that he had some- 
thing for me. I asked him what it 
was, and he said, “I’ve retrieved and 
put together the pieces of the cross 
that you said you wished could be 
saved. I'll bring it to you the first 
chance I get.” On Monday morning, 
November 20, a day I'll never forget, 
I was standing at the kitchen win- 
dow and I saw a van backing into 
my garage. Seeing Anthony, I ran out. 
He was carrying the cross that I so 
badly wanted. I could not believe 
what I was seeing of what he had 
done with all those broken pieces. 
He had made a wooden box in the 
shape of the cross and fit every

piece into it like a puzzle. I cannot 
explain how I felt. He could not 
have made anyone happier than he 
made me feel that day. I said to him, 
“Anthony, you'll never know how 


happy you made me. He replied, 


The Stone Cross was inlaid in the brick 
of the church above the rear side door. 
“The sadness in your face on that 
day motivated me to salvage every 
piece of the cross for you.” I felt 
grateful. I hoped that at a later date, 
if God was willing, we could have a 
little prayer service with what we 
have left of the old church - the 
Stone Cross. 

The Stone Cross had been on dis- 
play at the Wickliffe Community 
Hall of Fame in Provo House since 
being presented to the city on 
October 22, 1992, at Wickliffe 
History Night, celebrating the 175th 
anniversary of the City. In 1999, it 
was returned to its rightful place, at 
Our Lady of Mt. Carmel Church, 
where parishoners, past and pre- 
sent, will remember its importance 
to our church’s community. 


Parish Council 


he Parish Council was origi- 

nated in 1988 when Fr. James 
Sheil was pastor. Fred Kuhar was 
the first moderator and president. 
The Council created a mission 
statement for the parish, which is 
printed each week on the front of 
the Carmelite. With this mission in 
mind, the Council assists the pas- 
tor in formulating parish policy on 
a broad spectrum of issues and 
looks into long-range programs for 
the parish. Members serve on a 
three-year, rotating basis.

(ye 18, 1963, the Supreme

group of men from Wickliffe a 
charter to form their own coun- 
cil, known as the Wickliffe 
Knights of Columbus. This was 
the result of the efforts of this 
group who realized that Wickliffe, 
with its large Catholic population, 
had a definite need for a men’s 
Catholic Fraternity. From its hum- 
ble beginnings, the Council now 
has a membership of close to 400 
men and is recognized by both 
Our Lady of Mt. Carmel Church 
and the City of Wickliffe as a 
strong and contributing force in 
the community’s progress. 
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The Council has consistently 
contributed and participated in 
local areas. Because the City of 
Wickliffe has only one Knights of 
Columbus Council and one 
Catholic church,a bond has devel- 
oped over the years between 
these two. Scholarship aids, finan- 
cial assistance, and most of all 
Manpower assistance, when 
requested, have established a 
friendly and comfortable relation- 
ship between the Council and the 
church’s pastors over the years. 
The Council is also proud that 
many of the members are self- 
employed businessmen in the 
community. Some are currently 
holding or have held elected 


offices in the city government 
and many more are active in their 
own parishes and communities. 

The Wickliffe Knights of 
Columbus Council is proud of the 
fact that since May 1983, the 
group has hosted the regional 
Special Olympics, which attract as 
many as 600 participants compet- 
ing for state recognition awards.
